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COMPULSORY SPECULATION 
Saskatchewan’s compulsory pool is 
now in the melting pot of public discus- 
sion, with pros and antis trying to find 
common ground that would make the 
scheme acceptable to both, The inference 
is that there is a body of opposition to the 
idea that threatens to wreck the project 
when it is submitted to the vote. 

As a basis of compromise it is suggest- 
ed that the grower should be paid for his 
grain the cash price prevailing on the day 
of delivery to the pool. This, it is held, 
would accomplish the purpose of pooling 
all the wheat in the province, but would 


leave the grower free to sell when he 
thought the price best. 
It would also shift the basis of the 


pool, from that of a markefing agency to 
that of a speculative concern, Hitherto 
the voluntary wheat pools have paid their 
members whatever price they were able 
to get for the grain when they sold it, less 
handling and overhead charges. What the 
price of wheat might be on the day he 
delivered his grain had nothing directly to 
do with the price the grower received, 

But, if the proposed compulsory pool 
were to pay the cash price on the day of 
delivery, and take chances on getting 
enough for the grain to recover the price 
p'us expenses, the pool would become sim- 
ply a grain buying and selling concern. It 
world be subject to all the influences 
which impel the private buyer to keep on 
the safe side by buying as low as possible. 
And the question immediately arises; who 
would pay if the speculation turned out 
wrong? 


* THE JASPER HIGHWAY 


The Minister of public works is plot- 
ting his road work program for the sea- 
son, Which will run in the total to an ex- 
penditure of between five and six millions 
of dollars. 

Nothing has been given out as to what 
projects are to be undertaken, and that 
may be supposed to be a subject of live- 
ly conjecture and ardent hopes in all parts 
of the province. For the time the Minis- 
ter is in the not very enviable position of 
Santa Claus a week before Christmas, the 
centre of great expectations which cannot 
all be fulfilled. And no doubt, like Santa 
Claus, he is getting a good many hints as 
to where his benevolent prerogative 
should be exercised. 

With all proper sympathy for a har- 
assed inan who cannot possibly give 
everyone all they want, a hope may be 
permissible that the Jasper highway has 
not escaped the memory of the Minister 
at this critical juncture. Last summer a 
passable dirt road was completed from 
Edmonton to the Park, and the surface 
was gravelled as far as the Pembina river, 

An added reason was thus created why 
the highway should be pushed to com- 
pletion as quickly as practicable. It is now 
in the position of a partly consf{ructed en- 
terprise, into which the province has put a 
large amount of money. The full benefits 
from this investment cannot be secured 
until the job is finished. The present sum- 
mer should see the grayelling extended as 
far toward the Park as can be done with 
reasonable regard to the claims of other 
sections of the province. 


CURTAIL WHER Kk? 


Canada lost $2,000,000 last year for- 
warding mail matter by airplane, instead 
of by railway train, steamboat and dog 
team. 

Naturally, curtailment of the air mail 
service is said to be on the program, 
with a pretty strong hint that the curtail- 
ment will be drastic. Where the curtail- 
ing is to be done is not intimated. But an 
interview given out by Dr. Stanley, mem- 
ber of parliament for East Calgary, leaves 
the inference that the service throughout 
western Canada is to be severely restrict- 
ed, if not cancelled. 

Nothing has been published as to 
which of the air routes have been losing 
money, or which has been losing 
heavily. That is a consideration that will 
doubtless have a good deal to do with de- 
termining where the service is to be re-

But if the important of ait 
mail are to be gained, the rule cannot be 
followed rigidly of cancelling or restrict- 
ing the service on those routes which have 
lost most heavily. Rather the curtailment 
should be made where the service is least 
required; where distances are short, and 
train service frequent, Who, for instance, 
would think of cancelling the air mail ser- 
vice to points down the Mackenzie river 
und leaving the residents of those remote 
points again dependent upon two or three 
mail deliveries by dog train during the 
winter; and at the same time maintain a 
money-losing service between the cities of 
Montreal and Toronto? That would be 
the limit of absurdity. 

For similar reasons the trans-Canada 
service should be maintained, rather than 
abolish this in order to maintain the ser- 
vice between neighboring cities where no 
great saving in time can be made by air 
carriage. There is a clear saving of twen- 
ty-four hours between points in eastern 
Canada and the Pacific coast by having 
mail carried by air. If the object of the 
service is to shorten distance and bring 
the business interests of this far-flung Do- 
minion into more intimate relatianship, 
that saving in time is of far greater im- 
portance than it is to speed up the mail 
time between Ottawa and Montreal by 
flying planes against the fast trains which 
operate there several times per day. 

Until all other unprofitable routes 
have been cut out, there should be no 
thought of abandoning the service be- 
tween Winnipeg and Calgary and the ser- 
vice down the Mackenzie,

Sent On Relief 


The first shipment of seed grain 
under the Seed Grain Temporary Re 
lief Act of 1931 went out on Friday 
according to KE. L, Gray, proyincial 
field crops commissioner 

This shipment consisted of 5,000 
bushels of No, 1 and No Marquis 
wheat and was destined for the Hanna 
district, 

Arrangements are now under way 
for the shipment of carload lots of 
oats for the same district, 

Many applications for relief have 
been received under provisions of the 
Act and most are from districts which 
last year were either hailed out or 
hit hard by lack of molsture, 

Other shipments of grain are ex- 
pected to follow at an early date, 

The department of municipal af- 
fairs reimburses the grower of the 
grain for money paid out and this in 
turn is charged back to the muniel- 
pality in which the farmer receiving 
the grain resides, The municipality
